Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mallison,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  seventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  fourth  year  running 
your  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  below  the  national  average.  The 
number  of  stillbirths  remained  the  same,  but  there  was  a  slight 
rise  in  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate. 


There  was  a  very  slight  fall  in  the  immunisation 
statistics  relating  to  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  This 
decline  is  not  yet  serious  enough  to  make  any  appreciable 
difference  but  it  is  not  a  trend  that  can  be  allowed  to  develop. 
It  is  many  years  since  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  had  personal 
knowledge  of  diphtheria,  but  it  can  and  will  return  unless 
parents  take  advantage  of  these  services  that  are  offered  to 
them. 


Attendances  at  the  infant  welfare  clinics  held  in  your 
area  remained  high  but  there  was  an  apparent  fall  in  the 
attendance  at  ante-natal  clinics.  This  reflects  a  fall  in  the  West 
Riding  Ante-Natal  Clinic  but  this  is  largely  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  general  practitioners  are  now  holding  their  own 
ante-natal  clinics  in  our  clinics,  and  such  attendances  are  not 
recorded  in  the  statistics.  This  was  a  recommendation  of  the 
Cranbrooke  Committee  which  we  are  pleased  to  implement 
because  we  believe  that  it  improves  the  co-ordination  of  effort 
between  the  town  services. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  district,  my  divisional  health  staff  for  their  willing 
assistance  and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L. 
Dove,  for  his  help  and  loyal  co-operation.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  20  more  than 
in  1961.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  a  com¬ 
parability  factor  for  the  year,  which  related  the  proportion  of 
women  in  the  district  of  child-bearing  age  with  the  proportion 
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in  a  standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  com¬ 
parable  with  similar  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and 
with  the  birth  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was  18.3  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  17.3  last  year  and  18.0 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  represented  4.0%  of  the  total, 
compared  with  3.1'%  in  the  previous  year.

Deaths 


The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  14.8  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  as  compared  with  1 1 .9  per  1 ,000 
estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  163 
deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  1 1  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of 
numerical  importance  were :  heart  and  circulatory  disease, 
respiratory  diseases  and  cancer.

Infant  Mortality  and  Peri- Natal  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1962  was  18.2  per  1,000 
live  births,  compared  with  19.7  for  the  previous  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1962  was  21.4. 

There  were  five  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  3  of  them 
in  the  neo-natal  period  from  causes  which  were  essentially 
congenital  and  pre-natal. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  was  Nil.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Staff 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of 
the  Council,  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work, 
being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding 
districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  are 
employed  by  the  Council. 


General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and 
administered  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
given  below  :

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission 
were  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The 
ambulance  arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year  with  the  hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulances  for  this 
service. 


Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following 
hospitals  :

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Tuberculosis 

Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Sanatorium  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  the  Chest  Physician  who  holds  out-patients’  sessions  at 
the  Chest  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Barnsley.

Venereal  Diseases 

The  nearest  centre  for  Worsbrough  patients  for  the 
diagnosis  of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley.

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham,  and  a  patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is  at 
liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment  is 
completely  confidential. 


Clinic  Facilities 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  New  Clinic, 
Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Thursday  mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  Birdwell  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  at 
Blacker  Hill. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  new  Clinic 
in  Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  and  patients  requiring  ante¬ 
natal  care  at  Birdwell  can  be  seen  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon. 
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Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is 
equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations,  and  a  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at 
the  expense  of  the  County  Council.

Infectious  Diseases  in  Age  Groups 
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Scarlet  Fever 

10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  19  in  the  previous  year  and  with  34  in  1961. 
This  disease  appears  to  be  showing  a  steady  decline. 

Measles 

16  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
333  in  1961  and  15  in  1960. 


Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  vaccinated  during  the  year  was  214, 
compared  with  117  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  four  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  exactly  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  Immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough  continued  but  showed  a  slight  decline  during 
the  year  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  63.9%  of  the  under  5 
years  population  had  been  immunised.  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  showed  a  slight  decline  with  69.4f%  of  all  children 
immunised  compared  with  71.31%  in  the  previous  year.  This 
total  is  comprised  of  63.9%  in  the  pre-school  age  group  and 
72.5l%  in  the  school  age  group. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 
During  the  year  769  children,  137  young  persons  and  186 
adults  were  completed  with  three  doses,  bringing  the  total  for 
Worsbrough  since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  to  5,509 
persons  protected  with  a  full  course  of  three  doses.  Of  these 
792  children  of  primary  school  age  have  been  given  a 
reinforced  fourth  dose. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 
No  source  of  infection  was  traced. 

Dysentery 

4  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  as  compared  with 
no  case  for  the  previous  year. 
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Tuberculosis 

There  were  6  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
no  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  Worsbrough 
area  last  year,  this  compares  with  3  and  Nil  respectively  in 
1961. 

One  death  was  recorded  during  the  year  due  to  the 
disease,  over  the  age  of  65  years.

Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Report 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Shepherd  for  the  undermentioned 
report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  following  additional  lengths  of  foul 
sewers  and  surface  water  sewers  were  laid  in  connection  with 
new  housing  development. 

150  yds.  1  ins.  9"  foul  sewer 
1,650  yds.  1  ins.  6"  foul  sewer 
220  yds.  1  ins.  15"  surface  water  sewer 

66  yds.  1  ins.  12"  surface  water  sewer 

350  yds.  1  ins.  9"  surface  water  sewer 

1,465  yds.  1  ins.  6"  surface  water  sewer 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  was  expended  in 
repairing  the  main  sewer  at  Birdwell  damaged  by  mining 
subsidence.  This  is  only  a  partial  remedy  and  it  is  hoped  to 
lay  a  relief  sewer  in  1963,  to  solve  this  problem.  The  existing 
sewer  has  a  serious  back  fall. 
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Sewage  Disposal  Works 

A  satisfactory  standard  of  sewage  effluent  was  main¬ 
tained  during  1962,  but  increased  development  will  make 
extensions  at  the  Sewage  Works  imperative.  An  additional 
filter  bed  will  be  required  at  an  early  date. 


Rainfall 

Daily  readings  of  rainfall  are  taken  at  the  Council  s 
Sewage  Works  and  the  monthly  totals  compared  with  previous 
years  are  shown  below.  The  rainfall  in  1962  was  the  lowest 
since  1953,  when  it  was  17.73  ins.  and  the  number  of  wet  days 
136,  was  lower  than  any  year  since  1946,  with  the  exception 
of  195 9  when  there  were  only  120.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 

for  the  Year  of  1962 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval  my 
contribution  to  the  1962  Report  (the  nineteenth  I  have  made 
to  these  Annual  Reports)  on  the  health  of  Worsbrough. 

1962  has  been  a  year  of  steady,  rather  than  spectacular, 
progress  during  which  we  have  again  reduced  our  number  of 
unfit  houses,  until  the  number  remaining  now  is  such  that  they 
could  be  wiped  out  comfortably  in  less  than  a  year,  if  we  were 
able  to  continue  building  for  slum  clearance  to  the  same  extent 
that  we  have  done  during  the  preceding  few  years. 

Progress  in  the  reduction,  let  alone  the  abolition,  of 
atmospheric  pollution  has  been  slow.  We  have  continued  to 
harry  the  Barnsley  and  District  Coking  Co.,  with  the  results 
which  can  be  seen  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  but  have  made 
no  further  progress  in  controlling  pollution  from  the  domestic 
chimney. 

I  still  hope  that  I  shall  have  been  at  least  partly  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  complete  abolition  of  slums  and  also  the  cleaning 
up  of  the  air  we  breathe,  before  my  work  at  Worsbrough  is 
completed. 

Another  dream  I  cherish  is  the  eventual  sweeping  away 
of  “New  England”  each  side  of  Park  Road,  and  the  extension 
of  Dawcroft  on  one  side,  and  Elm  House  Estate  on  the  other, 
with  Park  Road  running  between  houses  and  gardens.  With 
the  Council  gradually  becoming  the  owners  of  more  and  more 
houses  there,  that  is  something  that  could  easily  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  a  comparatively  few  years’  time.  I  wonder  if  it  will  ? 
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1  must  once  more  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  I  am 
particularly  indebted  to  Councillor  Atkinson,  who  has  been 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  more  than  twenty  years 
now  and  understands  so  well  the  working  of,  and  the  problems 
of,  the  Department. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Barnes  for  his  continued 
assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Water  Supply 

From  April  1st  the  water  undertaking  was  taken  over 
by  the  Barnsley  Corporation  under  the  terms  of  the  Barnsley 
Water  Order  1961.  The  Council  have  one  representative  on 
the  Committee. 

The  supply  has  been  wholesome  and  plentiful  during 
the  year. 

There  were  four  houses  without  a  mains  water  supply, 
viz  :  Nos.  11,  13,  15  and  17  Dovecliffe  Cottages. 

A  sample  of  this  water  was  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  in  May  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  November  this  supply  suddenly  ceased  and  the 
cottages  were  without  water.  The  reason  for  this  was  never 
discovered  although  I  favoured  the  opinion  that  extensive 
works  to  form  a  new  railway  marshalling  yard  near  the  spring 
supply  had  caused  a  diversion.  The  supply  returned  as 
suddenly  as  it  had  disappeared  some  two  or  three  weeks  later, 
but  in  the  meantime  a  large  covered  water  tank  was  delivered 
to  the  cottages  which  the  Council  replenished  as  necessary. 

The  cottages  were  put  forward  for  Individual  Demoli¬ 
tion  Orders  in  August  to  which  the  owners  raised  no  objection 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  four  tenants  will  have  been 
re-housed  by  the  time  that  the  next  Annual  Repor  is  written. 
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Closet  Accommodation 


There  were  no  conversions  to  water  closets  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  Council  offer  a  grant  of  £12  per  closet  towards  these 
conversions,  or  half  the  actual  cost,  which  ever  is  the  less.

Public  Cleansing 

Street  sweeping,  gully  emptying  and  cleanliness  and 
maintenance  of  public  conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Surveyor. 

We  have  together  discussed  the  poor  condition  of  the 
men’s  urinal  adjoining  the  “Masons  Arms”,  Worsbrough  Dale, 
and  I  think  its  abolition  would  be  a  desirable  improvement  in 
that  area. 

House  refuse  collection  is  my  responsibility  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  we  have  maintained  our  weekly  emptying 
of  dustbins. 

Departure  from  this  is  only  occasioned  by  holidays, 
which  we  normally  quickly  recover,  and  also  by  severe  weather 
conditions. 

Severe  weather  conditions  were  experienced  in 
January  and  the  work  was  seriously  impeded  for  a  few  weeks 
but  by  mid-February  we  were  back  on  schedule.  We  continued 
on  schedule  until  March  when  we  were  badly  hit  by  sickness, 
gales,  and  snow.  The  two  day  gales  were  so  bad  that  it  was 
unsafe  for  the  men  to  operate  and  I  handed  the  staff  and 
vehicles  over  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  assist  in  clearing 
up  the  vast  amount  of  damage  in  the  district. 

In  January,  four  manufacturers  had  their  vehicles 
engaged  on  refuse  collection  on  two-  differing  types  of  property 
in  the  district  to  enable  us  to  decide  which  would  be  most 
suitable  for  our  purpose. 
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I  felt  that  some  form  of  compression  was  essential 
because  of  the  changing  nature  of  bin  contents,  but  I  did  not 
favour  100%  compression 

The  vehicle  which  impressed  not  only  me  the  most,  but 
also  the  foreman,  men,  tipman  and  mechanic,  was  the  S.  &  D. 
14  cub.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  d  ipper  with  their  patented  Power- 
press,  and  my  recommendation  to  the  Council  was  to  purchase 
this  lorry.  The  Council  agreed  to  my  suggestion,  and  the 
vehicle  was  delivered  in  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  of  the 
year,  but  I  did  not  bring  it  into  commission  until  1st  January, 
1963. 


House  Refuse  Disposal 

Tipping  takes  place  on  two  sites  viz  :  DoveclifFe  and 
Haverlands  Lane. 

DoveclifFe  is  not  used  to  a  large  extent,  but  merely  for 
the  tipping  of  refuse  collected  at  Blacker  Hill  on  Friday 
mornings  and  is  a  sound  proposition  to  us. 

The  remainder  goes  to  Haverlands  Lane  tip  where  we 
have  been  raising  the  level  of  low  lying  grazing  land  for  many 
years  now.  The  top  soil  is  removed  in  advance  of  tipping  and 
then  placed  back  on  top  of  the  refuse.  The  owner  of  the  land 
follows  us  pretty  closely  with  the  sowing  of  his  crops  and  the 
end  result  is  most  pleasing  to  all  concerned. 

I  can  see  the  end  of  the  life  of  this  tip,  but  1  am  hoping 
to  make  arrangements  with  the  adjoining  owners  to  raise  the 
level  of  their  land  also. 

During  the  progress  of  tipping,  an  old  land  drain  partly 
collapsed  and  the  owner  felt  that  the  Council  should  lay  a  new 
drain,  rather  than  that  he  should  perhaps  have  to  lay  a  new 
drain  at  a  later  date  if  it  collapsed  further  and  when  it  would 
be  buried  under  8  feet  of  refuse.  It  was  finally  agreed  after 
trial  holes  along  its  whole  length  had  shewn  the  drain  to  be 
in  good  condition,  that  we  should  repair  the  drain  and  then 
indemnify  the  owner  against  the  cost  of  any  damage  which 
may  occur  within  ten  years. 

Two  small  tip  fires  occurred  during  the  summer  months 
and  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  these  are  deliberately 
caused  by  young  persons  in  a  misguided  sense  of  mischievous¬ 
ness.  The  Police  have  been  asked  to  help  us  in  this  matter 
but  so  far  we  have  not  managed  to  catch  any  offenders. 
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Caravan  Sites 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  licensed  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 


Clean  Air 

The  boiler  furnace  chimney  at  the  Barrow  Colliery  has 
continued  to  give  rise  to  no  nuisance  whatsoever  during  the 
year,  in  fact  since  they  were  converted  to  chain-grate  stokers 
in  1960. 

Further  nuisance  was  caused  by  the  Barnsley  and 
District  Coking  Company  as  a  result  of  which  I  met  Mr.  J. 
Richards  the  Managing  Director,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  P.  Hoskin 
the  Technical  Director  on  the  18th  June  to  discuss  the  problem. 
I  had  been  pressing  here  for  the  hand  fired  boilers  to  be 
converted  to  mechanical  stokers  and  reminded  them  that  after 
July  1963  the  exemption  afforded  by  the  Clean  Air  Act  would 
run  out  and  they  would  be  liable  to  prosecution. 

It  was  finally  agreed  that  they  would  obtain  quotations 
for  conversions  after  which  we  would  meet  again. 

A  further  meeting  was  not  necessary  because  in 
November  I  was  informed  that  the  Board  had  agreed  to  install 
chain  grate  stokers  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £23,000  and  that 
the  work  would  be  sufficiently  advanced  by  July  1963  as  to 
ensure  no  offence  against  the  Clean  Air  Act  would  be 
committed. 

The  Council  considered  Circular  No.  4/62  which 
required  local  authorities  in  the  black  areas  to  submit  a  revised 
programme  for  dealing  with  domestic  smoke  for  the  next  five 
years. 

It  had  been  agreed  to  declare  a  smoke  control  area 
covering  Vernon  Road,  the  Ship  Inn  Site  and  Dawcroft 
Estate  in  Worsbrough  Bridge  and  a  detailed  survey  was 
carried  out.  Unfortunately  we  ran  into  several  difficulties  with 
this  area  the  major  one  being  that  some  fifty  of  the  houses  had 
oven-over-fire  combination  ranges  which  were  on  the  original 
official  list  of  domestic  appliances  but  were  subsequently 
omitted  because  they  cannot  burn  coke  efficiently. 

Tests  of  all  descriptions  have  been  carried  out  on  these 
ranges  but  no  modification  of  them  has  proved  successful. 
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In  the  meantime  three  hundred  and  fifty  new  houses  had 
been  built  by  private  enterprise  in  this  area  and  I  recommended 
the  Council  to  alter  the  proposed  smoke  control  area  to  bring 
in  these  houses  and  also  to  delete  the  158  houses  in  Dawcroft 
pending  further  experiments  with  these  oven-over-fire  ranges. 

The  suggestion  was  agreed  to. 


Colliery  Spoilbanks 

No  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  one  spoilbank  we  have 
in  the  area,  that  is  the  one  at  the  Barrow  Colliery  as  the 
National  Coal  Board  have  again  maintained  excellent  control 
over  it. 


Eradication  of  Bedbugs 

Sixteen  houses  were  sprayed  against  bedbugs  during  the 
year  which  was  a  large  increase  over  the  three  cases  in  1961. 

The  majority  of  these  were  discovered  by  Council 
workmen  when  carrying  out  improvements  to  houses  which 
the  Council  have  bought  in  Worsbrough  Bridge. 


Other  Pests 

Sixty  requests  for  assistance  in  dealing  with  other  kinds 
of  pests  were  received  and  dealt  with,  viz  : 

39  Cockroach  infestations. 

4  Ant  infestations. 

4  Clovermite  infestations. 

1  Moth  infestation. 

1  Hornet’s  nest. 

1  Woodworm  infestation. 

1  Earwig  complaint. 

A  complaint  was  made  by  residents  in  Dearne  Terrace 
that  their  homes  were  being  invaded  by  mosquitoes  and  small 
black  flies  at  night  and  they  were  suffering  extreme  discomfort 
from  bites. 

I  took  the  matter  up  with  British  Waterways  and  they 
asked  me  to  treat  the  canal  and  charge  them  with  the  cost. 
Before  I  could  do  this  I  was  told  that  the  Sheffield  Angling 
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Association,  who  held  the  fishing  rights,  would  sue  the  Council 
for  any  damage  to  fish  life.  British  Waterways  then  told  me 
that  although  they  owned  the  canal  they  didn’t  own  the  fishing 
rights  and  would  accept  no  liability. 

The  Rivers  Board  could  not  give  me  a  firm  assurance 
that  treatment  against  mosquitoes  would  not  kill  the  fish  but 
I  decided  to  use  anti-mosquitoe  capsules  and  was  relieved  when 
there  was  no  harm  done  to  the  fish  nor  any  claim  received  by 
the  Council. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

The  district  is  a  specified  area  and  only  designated  milks 
may  be  sold  by  retail. 

Regular  routine  sampling  of  all  types  of  milk  is  carried 
out  and  particular  attention  is  given  to  raw  tuberculin-tested 
farm  bottled  milk  produced  in  our  own  area  at  five  farms.  This 
number  is  an  increase  of  three  over  last  year,  the  additions 
being  three  small  dairy  farms  where  the  producer-retailers  sell 
their  milk  in  waxed  cartons. 

Thirteen  samples  of  tuberculin-tested  (raw)  milk  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  both  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus. 
All  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Four  samples  of  heat-treated  milk  were  submitted  for 
statutory  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Two  of  these  were  tuberculin-tested  (Pasteurised)  and  two 
ordinary  Pasteurised  milk. 


Ice  Cream 

There  are  forty  two  premises  registered  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  These  are  retail  shops 
which  sell  a  pre-wrapped  product  only. 

The  one  premise  in  the  district,  at  Birdwell,  registered 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  closed  during  the  year. 

Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  and  samples  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 
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The  results  on  the  forty  samples  taken  during  the  year 
are  shewn  below,  placed  in  the  provisional  grades  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry.

92.5;%  of  these  samples  fell  into  Provisional  Grade  1, 
7.5l%  into  Grade  2,  and  none  into  Grades  3  and  4  which  is 
highly  satisfactory. 


Meat  Supply 

The  Council  closed  down  all  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district  at  the  time  of  the  Ministry’s  original  policy  of 
“moderate  concentration”  of  slaughtering. 

Suitable  facilities  are  available  at  the  Barnsley 
abattoir  and  most  of  the  butchers’  meat  supply  is  killed  there. 


Condemned  Food 

One  6  lb.  tin  of  corned  beef,  a  6\  lb.  tin  of  pineapple 
pulp,  and  a  6i  lb.  tin  of  mixed  vegetables  were  condemned  at 
the  Secondary  Modern  School  Canteen. 

A  6  lb.  tin  of  apricots  was  also  condemned  at  the  Ward 
Green  School  Canteen. 
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We  received  a  complaint  from  a  parent  of  a  child 
notified  as  a  suspected  case  of  food  poisoning  that  a  bottle  of 
grapefruit  squash  the  child  had  been  drinking  before  the  onset 
had  a  peculiar  smell. 

The  bottle  was  submitted  to  the  City  Analyist  at 
Sheffield  whose  eventual  report  stated  that  it  contained  "an 
insignificant  trace  of  phenols." 

The  Council  instructed  me  to  take  up  the  matter  with 
the  firm  for  their  observations.  The  latter  stated  they  were 
filling  over  4  million  bottles  of  minerals  a  year  and  took  every 
possible  precaution  to  prevent  contamination.  It  was  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  public  did  misuse  mineral  bottles  and  the 
National  Federation  of  Soft  Drinks  Manufacturers  was 
carrying  out  national  propaganda  drawing  attention  to  the 
dangers  of  using  bottles  for  other  purposes. 

It  was  decided  not  to  prosecute  the  firm,  and  I  sent  a 
copy  of  the  Analyst’s  report  and  the  file  of  correspondence  to 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district  where  the 
factory  is  situated. 


New  Houses 


HOUSING 


The  Council  completed  the  building  of  61  houses  during 
the  year  under  review.  33  of  these  were  by  direct  labour,  the 
remainder  by  contract.

In  addition,  104  houses  were  completed  by  speculative 
builders  and  6  by  private  persons,  giving  a  total  of  110  houses 
by  private  persons,  and  a  complete  total  of  171  houses  for  the 
year,  a  substantial  increase  on  last  year’s  figure. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  services  that  Worsbrough 
offer  together  with  its  low  rate  in  the  £  (18/-)  is  attracting 
speculative  building.  A  further  350  houses  are  now  being 
built  in  the  Worsbrough  Village/Birdwell  area  and  early  signs 
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are  that  a  good  percentage  of  purchasers  of  these  will  be 
Sheffield  residents,  and  with  the  new  Sheffield-Leeds  motorway 
coming  along  with  one  of  its  points  of  access  being  at  Birdwell, 
the  demand  is  likely  to  be  even  greater.  The  Council  and  its 
officials  are  alive  to  this  fact. 


Council  House  Lettings 

With  the  exception  of  bungalows  and  “bed-sitters” 
houses  are  let  according  to  the  date  of  the  application  and  a 
list  posted  on  the  Council  Offices  notice  board  clearly  shews 
applicants  exactly  where  they  stand. 

The  Housing  Committee  sits  specially  to  select 
bungalow  and  “bed-sitter”  tenants  as  it  is  felt  that  these  do 
call  for  different  treatment  and  therefore  special  consideration. 

Our  building  programme  is  for  slum  clearance  only  and 
makes  no  conribution  towards  reducing  the  waiting  list.  This 
however  does  not  have  the  adverse  effect  that  one  would 
expect  for  each  October  the  Housing  Manager  circularises 
every  applicant  on  the  list  to  find  the  number  of  “live” 
applications  and  it  is  found  that  each  year  the  number  is 
reducing.  In  October  of  this  year  it  was  177.

Unfit  Houses 

(a)  Slum  Clearance 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  slum  clearance  programme, 
313  unfit  houses  had  been  dealt  with  when  the  year  under 
review  commenced,  out  of  a  total  of  371  under  the  ten  year 
programme,  leaving  58  houses  to  be  dealt  with. 

In  one  way  or  another  19  of  these  58  were  wiped  off 
the  list  during  1962. 
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Some  were  to  have  been  the  subjects  of  Clearance 
Orders  but  in  no  case  was  official  action  necessary,  all  being 
done  by  agreement;  they  were  : 

Nos.  28,  30,  34,  36  and  38  Kingwell  Road. 

Nos.  9  and  10  Upper  Lewden. 

Nos.  12,  13,  14  and  15  DoveclifFe  Cottages. 

Another  three  houses  put  forward  were  owned  by  the 
Council,  viz  : 

Nos.  5  and  6  Furnace  Yard,  Worsbrough  Bridge. 

No.  190  High  Street,  Worsbrough  Dale. 

The  tenant  of  the  second  cottage  at  DoveclifFe  Station 
was  rehoused  and  both  cottages  were  then  demolished  in 
accordance  with  our  agreement  with  British  Railways  made 
in  1961. 

Of  the  remaining  three  houses,  one  became  the  subject 
of  a  Closing  Order  (39  Wentworth  Road,  Blacker  Hill),  and 
another  came  under  a  Demolition  Order  (29  Wencworth  Road, 
Blacker  Hill) . 

In  the  case  of  the  remaining  one,  Villa  Lodge  Swaithe, 
the  owner  appeared  before  the  Council  and  gave  an  under¬ 
taking  to  carry  out  extensive  works  of  improvement  and  repair 
which  was  accepted. 

A  Public  Inquiry  into  two  Clearance  Areas  in  respect 
of  21,  23,  25  and  27  Bank  End  Road,  and  9,  10  and  11  Garden 
Cottages,  Worsbrough  Dale  was  held  in  April. 

The  objection  to  21  and  23  Bank  End  Road  was  with¬ 
drawn  at  the  Inquiry  but  a  strong  efFort  to  save  No.  25  was 

made  on  behalf  of  the  owner-occupier.  The  result  was 

eventually  received  and  both  25  and  27  were  excluded  from 
the  Order  (although  no  objection  had  been  made  by  the 
owner-occupier  of  No.  27). 

I  believe  one  disadvantage  we  have  to  face  is  that  as 
we  are  now  down  to  our  last  few  unfit  houses  the  standard 

of  those  included  in  our  Orders  may  be  higher  than  the 

Ministry’s  Inspectors  are  seeing  in  the  majority  of  Clearance 
Orders,  where  the  local  authorities  have  not  progressed  as  far 
as  we  have,  and  the  houses  being  dealt  with  by  them  are  still 
the  worst  in  their  districts  whereas  ours  are  the  “best”  of  the 
worst. 

The  Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  9,  10  and  1 1  Garden 
Cottages  was  confirmed. 
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Well-maintained  Payments 

Well-maintained  payments  were  made  in  respect  of 
thirteen  properties  during  the  year. 

In  twelve  cases,  the  payment  was  made  to  the  owner, 
and  in  the  other  case  was  equally  shared  by  the  owner  and 
occupier. 


Circular  42/62 

The  Council  considered  this  circular  in  which  the 
Ministry  asked  local  authorities  to  try  to  stimulate  owners  to 
make  greater  use  of  improvement  grants,  and  intimated  that 
they  would  be  prepared  to  consider  the  use  of  compulsory 
purchase  powers. 

As  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  we  carried  out  a 
survey  of  the  300  or  so  houses  known  locally  as  “New 
England”  which  lie  each  side  of  the  main  road  in  Worsbrough 
Bridge,  the  majority  of  these  houses  have  been  purchased  by 
the  Council.

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  only  two  of  the 
fifty-two  tenanted  houses,  i.e.  3.9%,  have  been  improved  with 
the  aid  of  an  improvement  grant  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
ttnants  of  the  other  fifty  will  ever  enjoy  the  comfort  of  baths 
and  hot  water  in  their  lifetime  unless  the  Council  do  take  some 
acion  along  the  lines  of  the  Ministry’s  Circular. 
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The  Council  wrote  the  owners  of  the  fifty  houses 
drawing  their  attention  to  the  Circular  and  asking  them  what 
their  intentions  were.  No  further  action  had  been  taken  by 
the  Council  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  I  am  hoping  that  this 
will  not  be  a  matter  which  will  be  shelved  indefinitely. 

My  own  feelings  on  this  question  of  improvement  of 
houses  are  that  there  should  be  compulsory  powers  to  require 
them  to  be  brought  up  to  a  decent  standard.  Blocks  of  property 
should  be  put  into  ‘  Improvement  Areas”  just  like  Clearance 
Areas  and  owners  compelled  to  improve  them  with  the  aid  of 
an  improvement  grant.  Our  own  experience  has  shewn  that 
tenants  would  be  willing  to  pay  the  additional  rent.

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  the  year.

The  Council  purchased  a  further  two  sub-standard 
houses  in  New  England  bringing  the  total  owned  by  them  to 
155  as  shewn  in  a  preceding  paragraph. 

They  modernised  thirty  of  these  houses  during  the  year 
with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants. 
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House  Loans 

Would-be  house  owners  have  continued  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  Council’s  policy  of  encouraging  people  to  buy 
their  own  houses  and  to  advance  them  90%  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor’s  valuation. 

Thirty  applications  for  loans  were  received  and  granted 
during  the  year.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

I  have  compiled  a  comparable  table  of  the  vital  statistics 
for  each  of  the  County  Districts  in  the  Division.  I  feel  that  this 
may  be  of  interest  to  each  of  the  separate  authorities  in  assess- 
inq  how  they  stand  in  relation  to  each  other,  and  in  relation 
to  the  County  and  national  statistics. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1962 
was  1 ,335,.  compared  with  1,264  in  1961.  This  is  equivalent 
to  a  crude  birth  rate  of  17.4  per  1/000,  compared  with  16.6  per 
1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  live 
births  was  49  as  against  39  in  1961,  and  this  gives  a  figure 
representing  3.6%  of  the  total  births. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  25  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  29  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of  18.4 
compared  with  22.4  for  1961,  and  with  18.1  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  division  after  the  addition 
and  subtraction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  796, 
which  was  53  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a 
crude  death  rate  for  the  division  of  10.4,  compared  with  11.1 
in  the  previous  year.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this 
is  lower  than  the  other  figures  for  individual  districts,  except 
Darfield.  This  is  because  the  other  figures  show  adjusted 
rates,  and  unfortunately  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the 
division. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  mortality 

There  were  23  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the 
year,  of  which  14  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This 
compares  with  figures  of  28  and  20  respectively  in  1961.  These 
figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  in 
1962  of  16.2„  as  compared  with  22.9  for  the  previous  year  and 
21.4  for  England  and  Wales.  Your  peri-natal  mortality  rate 
stands  at  27.9,  as  compared  with  31.5  for  the  administrative 
County.  Unfortunately,  no  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is 
published.  Reference  should  be  made  here  to  the  fact  that  the 
most  common  cause  of  death  between  1  week  and  1  year,  has 
been  gastro-enteritis.  This  goes  to  show  that  even  in  these 
enlightened  days,  much  care  must  still  be  given  to  the  very 
simple  rules  of  food  hygiene.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

There  was  quite  naturally  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease.  The 
proximity  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  Bradford,  obviously  acted  as 
a  spur  for  parents  to  demand  vaccination.  Unfortunately,  it 
is  at  such  times  as  these  when  vaccine  falls  into  short  supply. 
Nevetheless,  it  is  surprising  how  short  the  public's  memory  has 
become,  because  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  rate  of  vaccination 
had  again  fallen  almost  to  its  previous  level.  During  the  year 
1,516  children  were  vaccinated  compared  with  554  in  1961. 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the 
report  on  the  general  state  of  immunity  of  each  individual  area. 
In  general  the  divisional  figures  show  that  immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  or  even 
slightly  increased  with  69.6%  of  the  pre  school  population 
having  been  immunised.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  immunisa¬ 
tion  there  has  been  a  slight  decline  so  that  76.8%  of  all  the 
children  in  the  division  have  been  immunised  against  80.4i% 
in  1961.  This  fall  has  not  yet  become  serious,  but  it  is  a 
position  which  must  be  watched  critically.

Detailed  information  relating  to  vaccinations  carried  out 
in  each  district  is  given  in  the  appropriate  tables.  Last  year 
I  made  comment  on  the  increasing  amount  of  the  report,  which 
was  taken  up  with  this  subject  With  this  in  mind  I  have 
discarded  the  table  dealing  with  people  immunised  with  two 
doses  because  I  do  not  feel  that  we  can  any  longer  regard 
such  people  as  adequately  protected.  !  have  combined  in  the 
three  dose  table  both  those  who  have  been  immunised  by 
injection,  and  those  who  have  been  protected  by  mouth.  During 
the  year,  3,401  children,  562  young  persons  and  930  adults, 
completed  their  course  of  three  doses.  This  brings  the  total 
number  protected  in  the  division  since  the  inception  of  the 
scheme  to  28,808.  In  addition  to  this,  1,679  fourth  doses  were 
given  to  children  under  the  age  of  twelve.  A  table  of  fourth 
doses  is  shown  below.

School  Health  Service 


The  work  of  this  section  continued  throughout  the  year. 
There  was  a  gap  in  part  of  the  service  when  Dr.  Brewin  left 
us  in  May,  and  Dr.  Desmond  took  up  duties  in  late  August 
Nevertheless,  the  number  of  children  examined  at  routine 
school  inspection  remained  almost  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  children  dealt  with  at  minor  ailments 
fell  to  a  level  which  no  longer  justifies  a  table.  The  number 
of  children  attending  school  clinics  also  fell,  but  it  is  felt  that 
this  is  probably  because  more  of  them  are  being  seen  at  school 
inspections. 
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Mantoux  testing  of  school  entrants 

This  scheme  was  continued  during  1962  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  discover 
children  who  might  have  been  exposed  to  infection  in  early 
life,  and  through  them  to  discover  active  cases  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  During  the  year  1,015  children  were  tested,  almost 
exactly  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  is  an 
increasing  trend  for  many  of  the  positive  reactors  to  be 
children  who  are  positive  because  they  have  been  protected 
with  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  In  the  current  year  this  accounts 
for  eight  out  of  the  nine  cases.  The  remaining  case  was 
investigated  and  revealed  an  adult  active  case  and  a  primary 
focus  in  another  sibling.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives 
was  630  compared  with  610  in  the  previous  year.  There  were 
742  institutional  confinements,  compared  with  655  during  1961. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  83.3j%  of  all  patients  had  some  form 
of  analgesia  during  their  domiciliary  labour.  The  main  change 
of  emphasis  was  in  the  form  of  analgesia  used.  In  1962  only 
50  patients  had  Gas  and  Air  compared  with  205  in  1961;  while 
the  number  of  patients  receiving  Trilene  rose  from  299  in  1961 
to  433  in  1962.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  was  a  sharp  fall  in  the  attendances  at  the  Ante- 
Natal  clinics  run  by  the  local  health  authority.  During  the  year 
494  women  made  2,361  attendances  at  such  clinics  compared 
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with  624  women  making  2,782  attendances  in  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  cases  attending  for  the  first  time  amounted  to 
415,  a  fall  of  over  one  hundred  compared  with  1961.  These 
figures  however  are  fallacious,  because  they  take  no  account 
of  the  increasing  numbers  of  expectant  mothers  being  seen  by 
their  own  general  practitioners  at  their  own  clinics  held  in  our 
premises  with  our  midwives  in  attendance.  It  is  surely  better 
that  the  patient  should  be  seen  by  both  the  doctor  and  midwife 
who  will  be  responsible  for  her  confinement. 

Relaxation  classes  were  run  in  various  parts  of  the 
division.  These  classes  are  a  valuable  means  of  health 
education  and  it  is  with  great  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that 
attendances  at  these  classes  also  fell  to  762.  Every  effort  will 
be  made  to  improve  this  position  in  1962.

Health  Visiting 

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  health 
visiting  and  allied  staff  amounted  to  34,397,  an  increase  of  just 
over  5,000  visits  compared  with  1961  This  increase  was 
reflected  in  each  category  of  visiting  and  I  feel  sure  that  at 
least  part  of  the  increase  was  due  to  better  use  of  staff.  Health 
Visitors  also  took  on  increased  commitments  in  teaching 
mothercraft  and  hygiene  in  the  secondary  schools  in  the 
division.  This  is  a  service  which  is  capable  of  vast  expansion 
if  we  had  the  staff  to  carry  it  out.  In  May,  1962,  a  survey 
was  carried  out  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  the  health 
visitor  could  be  relieved  of  work  by  a  clinic  nurse  or  similar 
appointment.  This  survey  showed  that  this  was  working  well 
but  that  still  more  remained  to  be  done.  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  report  that  ineffective  visits  fell  markedly  in  1962,  and  now 
represents  7.4!%  of  the  total  compared  with  1 1 .2|%  in  the 
previous  year.

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Home  Nursing 

There  was  a  sharp  fall  in  the  number  of  home  nursing 
visits  paid  during  the  year  when  40,143  visits  were  made 
compared  with  46,895  in  1961.  The  largest  fall  was  in  medical 
cases  and  during  the  year  34,159  visits  were  made  to  such 
cases.  The  distribution  of  work  seems  to  have  been  very 
patchy,  in  that  in  some  areas  the  amount  of  work  has  actually 
increased.  The  number  or  visits  to  tuberculous  patients 
increased  slightly  to  320.  55%  of  the  patients  were  over  65 

years  of  age  and  this  figure  has  remained  exactly  constant.

Chiropody  Service 

This  service  was  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
again  showed  moderate  expansion.  An  extra  session  was 
started  at  Royston  bringing  the  number  of  sessions  run  as  a 
direct  service  to  17  per  week.  A  table  has  been  drawn  up 
showing  the  work  carried  out  in  each  district  during  the  year. 
I  feel  that  attention  should  again  be  drawn  to  the  number  of 
patients  receiving  domiciliary  treatment.  This  is  an  expensive 
service  and  should  be  reserved  for  those  who  are  completely 
house-bound.  It  is  hoped  that  these  numbers  will  fall  as  more 
and  more  of  these  patients  improve  under  the  treatment  they 
are  receiving. 
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Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  again  provided  a  service 
mainly  for  the  elderly  and  the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in 
that  category  was  89.2%  compared  with  90 .8%  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  number  of  households  assisted  during  the  year 
was  896,  compared  with  821  in  1961.  The  number  of  hours 
received  rose  slightly  less  than  10%  to  a  total  of  136,180  hours. 
167  part-time  Home  Helps  were  employed.  A  table  has  been 
compiled  showing  the  growth  of  the  service  over  the  past  nine 
years.

During  the  year  1962  there  were  twenty-two  severely 
sub-normal  children  in  the  division  who  were  under  16  years 
of  age.  20  were  in  full-time  attendance  at  the  three  Training 
Centres.  The  remaining  two  were  unable  to  be  catered  for 
due  to  physical  as  well  as  mental  disability. 

At  Wombwell  Training  Centre  at  the  end  of  the  year
